Alderman Tunney asked for the department’s thoughts regarding the use of feral cats to help 
control rats.  
 
This technique is not something DSS recommends, for several reasons.   

• Feral cats would not limit their predation to rats; they would prey on rabbits, squirrels, 
birds, and other cats.  

• Feral cats may to bite or scratch citizens.   
• Feral cat droppings would litter the streets and alleys creating a food source for the very 

rats they are supposed to be reducing.   
• Feral cats can also carry and propagate diseases.

Alderman Tunney asked for an updated evaluation of the managed competition used in the 
recycling program.  
 

• Prior to the competitive bidding, the Blue Cart Recycling program used 45 City crews 
consisting of one Driver and one Laborer per truck to collect recyclables from 240,000 
households. 

• In October 2011, the competition began 
o City crews providing service in zones 2 and 4 to 115,000 households using 22 

crews. 
o Private vendor crews in zones 1, 3, 5, and 6, providing service to 125,000 

households. 
• In April 2012, the Blue Cart program expanded to an additional 20,000 households in 

area 3, increasing the total households participating in the program to 260,000.  
• In April 2013, the City began the final roll-out of Blue Cart Recycling to the remaining 

240,000 households in the City. 



• October 2013, the city-wide Blue Cart recycling expansion was completed with a total of 
600,000 households participating in the program.  

• As part of the first phase, 16 City crews were used to collect recyclables. 
• With full recycling, the City has 27 City crews and 2 private companies for the 516K
